believed that it is a good move as it 
1s easier for the lay leaders to unite 
than it is for the rabbis. This step. 
they think, may lead to the strenghen- 
ing. of ties between the Jewish com 
munities in Russia.

DECISION AGAINST 
MIZRACHI 
Congress Election 
Dispute

The Jerusalem Executive of the 
World Zionist Organisation has taken 
a hand in the controversy over Con- 
gress representation for British Miz- 
rachi, which wreuwwe the recent 
elections. 

It is learnt here that a meeting of 
the Executive in Jerusalem last week 
decided against the suggestion to 
grant’ the Mizrachi-Hapoel- -Hamiz- 
rachi ex gratia mandates; it pro- 
nounced also against the proposal 
which the Federation was. canvassing 
here to redistribute the 19 British 
mandates, so as to allow Mizrachi 
delegates to participate’ in the 
Congress, 


Appeal to be Heard 


The Mizrachi Federation lodged an 
appeal. against the elections (held in 
this country on October 30), and the 
W.Z.0. Executive took the view that 
any final decision about representa- 
tion from Britain must now rest with 
the Congress Court. .The Court 1s 
due io. meet in Jerusalem in the 
middle of December (shortly before. 
the Congress itself. begins), and both 
sides—-the British Central Election 
Board and the Mizrachi Federation

administrative ability, King Fuad 
made him a Grand Officer of the 
Order of the Nile. Two other 
appointments were membership of the 
Senate in 1931 and of the Royal 
Academy of Arabic Language in 1934. 
But a period of trouble awaited 
him and his community. It developed 
during the last war, with the growing 
need of a Jewish homeland and the 
increasing possibility that Zionist 
hopes in Palestine would be fulfilled. 
Anti-Jewish riots broke out in Cairo 
in 1945 and the Chief Rabbi's life 
was threatened, He was pressed by 
political and Moslem bodies to 
renounce Zionism in the name of 
Egyptian Jewry but he declined to do 
so. Though he advised Jews who 
consulted him that their future in 
Egypt was so hazardous that they 
Should, if they could, leave for Israel. 
his official advice to. those Jewish 
citizens remaining in Egypt was that 
their duty was to fight for their 
country in the case of war with Israel. 
Yet anti-Jewish feeling grew and 
‘the Chief. Rabbi. felt compelled to 
offer .his resignation; but it was not 
accepted by the Egyptian authorities. 
In the years following the Israeli- 


Arab War the position of the Jews 


Slowly. improved. After the coup 
déiat of. 19§2 the new Premier. 


General Neguib, showed himself vers 
friendly to the Jewish community and 


to the Chief Rabbi personally, visit- 
ing him. twice when he .was ill in 


hospital. | 
With Nasser’s assumption of 
power in 1954, however, the situation 
of the Jews began to deteriorate, par- 
ticulariy. when the Crisis 
developed. and after the rout of the 
Egyptian army by Israel's forces the 
President of the Jewish community 
and many other leaders were arrested 
and the Chief Rabbi was confined to 
his home for some time. é 
At the end of. 1956 the expulsion 
of many thousands of Jews began. 
Large numbers of Stateless Jews

Eisele, the . former Buchenwald 
physician, whom the  Nasserite 


authorities in Cairo have befriended. 

Eisele, now 48, a former SS. 
Obersturmfiihrer and Nazi Party 
member, is said to have administered 
lethal injections to thousands of 
Buchenwald inmates. Sentenced to 
death by an American War Crimes 
Tribunal in 1946, he was. reprieved, 
then released from Landsberg prison 
after seven years for “ good conduct.” 

Eisele was promptly cleared by a 
German denazification court, and on 
the basis of German compensation 
law for war prisoners (also applied to 
war. criminals released from Allied 
received 4,000 marks (about 
330) as compensation and a_ sub- 


stantial loan for building up his liveli-. 


hood. To make doubly sure that he 
would not get into difficulties, he was 
taken ‘on by the authorities as a 
national insurance doctor and estab- 
lished a lucfative practice in Munich. 

But when Martin Sommer. 


to trial, witnesses stated in evidence 
that Eisele had killed more people at 
the camp in a week than Sommer ina 
whole lifetime. While the Press and 
democratic circles demanded Ejsele’s 
arrest, the Munich police and judicial 
authorities did ‘nothing.

“JEWRY & THE 
VATICAN 


A FEW weeks ago appreciation 
was expressed in these columns of 
the words of friendship addressed 
by the Pope to representatives of the 
American United. Jewish Appeal

"The atmosphere of reticence and, 


indeed, of mystery, which has sur- 
rounded this matter was. clarified 


in an interview published last week 


given to our correspondent in 


Rome by Cardinal Augustine Bea, 


the President of the Council’s 
Secretariat’ for Christian Unity. 
The Cardinal. stated that the last 
Vatican Council had invited Pro- 
testants to participate but they had 
refused. As regards non-Christians, 
he remarked that although: an. invi- 
tation. to them would be unprece- 


dented, if was not an impossible’ 


gesture. However, from the views 
him and. his. col- 
leagues, the Ecuménical Council is 
quite clearly an ~ ‘exclusively 
Christian religious body and it: is 
most improbable that there could 
possibly be any authoritative sup-: 
port among. religious Jewry. for: 
participation. 


Yet that is‘by no means the end - 
of the matter. 


It would be. deplor- 
able if. the earnest desire of both 


sides for the promotion of greatet 


understanding and. happier. rela- 
tions between the Vatican and 
Jewry were not strengthened by all 
feasible means. And there is 
undoubtedly great deal that 
could be done. by enlightened 


Catholic. leadership to. bring about 


this improvement. Vatican 
authorities have expressed their 
willingness to consider and discuss 
Jewish .representations these 
matters, but -the difficulty is that 
there is no real representative body 
in the sphere of Jewish. religious 
affairs to which they can address

Goldmann’s view if his speech in 
New York last week that the sup- 


port and co-operation of the Jewish 
people are still needed to. nurture 
and safeguard the State of Israel, 
and that the internal cohesion of 
the Jewish community on a 
national and world scale must be 


actively fostered. But his insistence 


that only the Zionist movement can 
achieve this js a complete non 
sequitur. Experience of the past 
ten years has shown that Jewish 
communities and individuals. alike 
prefer to relate directly to Israel 
without the intermediacy of orga- 
nised Zionism, which jis cumber- 
some, highly politicised, rent by 
factions and irrelevant or out- 
moded ideologies; and whose 
leadership is nowhere near the 
level of a community élite. 

Nor can Mr. Sharett’s claim that 
financial support for Israel can 
only be mobilised by or channelled 


through the Zionist mechanism be — 


taken seriously. The Israeli appeals 
and Bond sales are by now largely 
autonomous organisations and few 
of the big donors are Zionists. 

Insistence that Israel needs 
immigrants from the West and that 
only a Zionist organisation can 
bring them is also fallacious on 


several counts. Pirst, Israel, as she 


is now, js unable to. attract large 


numbers of Western immigrants 


and still less capable of employing 
and absorbing them. Any change 
in this situation can only come 
from inside Israel itself. Secondly, 
the Zionist. organisations have 
proved quite incapable of jnfluenc- 
ing the rising genération—to 
emigration or anything else—and 
no amount of exhortation by. Mr. 
Sharett is going to alter this fact. 
If the Zionist -organisations. are 
to salvage anything at all from the 
fund of good will, enthusiasm, and 
support they built up in. the. past, 
they are well advised.to undertake 
far-reaching reforms before. they 
become an. utter. liability to Israel 
and the Diaspora alike.- In the 
first. place, the time has come to 
separate Diaspora Zionism from all 
functions involving allocation’ of 
funds and. employment. inside 
Israel, so as to insulate these allo- 


cations. from. Israeli: party political 
struggles. 


Secondly, Zionist move- 
ments must become financially self- 
supporting, i.e., they must depend 
on direct subscriptions and contri- 
butions by their members, instead 


of absorbing subsidies from Israel - 


or. funds collected for Israel. 
Delegates to the forthcoming 
World Zionist Congress, including 
representatives. of communal: orga- 
‘nisations which will be represented 
there for the first time, would be 
well advised to prepare proposals 


along these lines, if the Congress is. 


to be saved from the frustration 
and sterility of its recent  prede- 
cessors. | 


LIMITS OF PUBLICITY 

THe B.B.C.’s treatment of the 
scuffle caused at the Lord Mayor's 
show by a. handful of. hooligans 
might respectfully be questioned. 


Their reporting. of the incident 
itself was factual and beyond 
reproach. But-——in the six o'clock 


news biulletin—it was foHowed by 


the report. that “the spokesman” 


of an organisation calling }tself the 
British National Party had issued 


.a Statement that “we do not want 


a Jewish Lord Mayor.” | Now it is 
questionable whether a. disreput- 
able collection of — individuals 


parading as an organisation should. 


be given free publicity in . this 
manner or dignified by a reference 
io its “spokesman” as though it 
were. a bona fide party. Though 
of course this was not the B.B.C.’s 
intention, the net result was to 


place a premium on acts of this — 


kind. We should not have raised 
the question were if not for a 
certain insensitivity on the part of 
the 3.B.C. news to the possible 
effect and interpretation of their 
bulletins where Jewish questions 
are concerned. Only a few. months 
ago they repeated—quite errone- 
ously—that an escaped prisoner 
was an Italian Jew and that he had 
Jewish features. We are sure that 
no offence was intended in either 
case, and that the B.B.C. fully 


deserves the excellent name it has - 


earned in its handling of religious 


and coiomunal affairs, as in all its 


other activities. But they would 
cdo well to think about the lapses 


from their usual sound judgment — 
some news reports where Jews 


-are- albeit obliquely—involved.

BOOKS FOR ISRAEL 


IN. the House of Commons last 


week the Government announced | 


the conclusion of an agreement 
with the Government of Israel 
which provides for imports into 
Israel of British books, periodicals, 
newspapers, and certain kinds of 
gramophone records. The terms 
of this agreement allow for imports 
during the present fiscal year to 
the value of £40,000 sterling. This 
marks an advanee jin the general 
programme of promoting the flow 
of British books and periodicals to 
countries overseas. Such.a develop. 
ment has long been advocated in 
these colurhns in the interests alike 
of Britain and of Israel. There has 


long been a great and unsatisfied 


demand in Israel for good British 
books. The first steps can now be 
taken towards meeting the require- 
ments of Israeli readers for books 
in the English language which are 
of serious literary and educational | 
worth. — Israel will pay in local 
currency and the proceeds accruing 
will help to promote British 


Council activities. This agreement ~ 


will therefore benefit both countries 
alike and will advance their mutual 
interests; It should further the. 
development of those cultural ties 
between Britain and Israel which 
it is so desirable to foster and it is 


to be hoped that, as the scheme ts _ 


implemented, the Government will 
find it possible to extend its present 
financial limits. |

It is clear from ‘Sit. Moses’ diaries 
that he was most reluctant to accept 
the honour offered him and that his 
hesitance.-was greatly influenced by 
this conflict. He writes ‘that: “If 
he were elected he could not 
attend church, but had ho objection 
to send his money, and. at. all. the 
city feasts. he must be. allowed to 
have his. own meat, dishes, etc.” He 
was then given the assurance that 


there could be ho possible objection ’ 


to these conditions. 

But even when. finally clected the 
problem. still worried him, as the fol- 
lowing entry his diary indicates. 
He writes : “1 shall have the greatest 
difficulties .to .contend with in. the 
execution of my. duty: difficulties 
which I shal meet at the very outset. 
‘The day I enter on my office is the 
commencement of our New Year. I 
shall therefore have to walk to West- 
minster instead of going in my State 
carriage, nor, | fear, shall I be able 
to. dine with my friends. at the 


“imauguration dinner. I shall, however,

ARCHITECT JEWISH SURVIVAL 


Out of the misery and chaos that was Belsen. Yossl 


Rosensaft. one of the camp survivors, created a 


Jewish autonomous community among the inmates 


TEEN years ago yesterday 
the Belsen Trial ended and 
the criminals in charge of the 

notorious camp brought to book. 
Belsen was liberated by the British 
Army on April 15, 1945, at seven 
minutes past three in the. after- 
noon. Y oss! Rosensaft, one of the 
wurvivors, was. not. then known, 
except in his native town of Bendin 
where. he. .wasS..a supporter. of 
tabour Zionism. ‘The. born. leader 
of men came to:the fore in the 
hour of liberation, as if a dormant 
source of energy and inspiration 
erupted from the depth of. his 
being. 


Indispensable 


Death and sickness were raging. 
in the: camp ;.the British soldiers. 
were Stunned by the horrors and 
the misery. Fifty-eight. thousand 
men. and women ‘were ‘liberated at 
Belsen, and 28,000 died after 
liberation. They were too far gone 
to be saved. But there were. still 
30.000 who could be saved. 
British Army Medical Unit worked 
wonders under the command of 
Brigadier-General Glyn Hughes, 
but Yoss! was indispensable to 
them, and, to the: survivors, from 


the first. moment. .He did not 


speak English in.those days, but it 
mattered fittle. The British “knew 
that it was to him, as the repre- 
sentative and spokesman for the 
survivors, that they must. talk. 


-Yossl was the natural and unchal- 


lenged candidate for the  Chair- 
manship: of the survivors, and he 
held this office until the last Jew 
left. Belsen on September 6. 1950, 
although he could have left the 
camp long before. 


The story begins in Bendin, 


Poland, where Yossl was arrested 
by the Gestapo. He soon escaped, 
but was caught travelling on a tram 
—~he never lacked physical courage 
--and sent. to 
jumped off a fast train on the way, 
landed. in a river, swam to the 
bank, and. walked to a farmer's 
cottage where an_ elderly Polish 
woman gave him dry clothes and 
shelter. 
and small daughter at. Auschwitz, 


-and Yossl was determined to save 


them. Alas, he failed, and paid 
for it.-with his’ freedom... He 
managed to avoid the gas chambers 
at Auschwitz and was. eventually 
taken to Belsen with a number of 
other Jews. He was discovered in 


-Belsen on the day of liberation—a 
‘small compact man with ‘fair hair 


and bright blue eyes, dressed in a 
pair of old slacks and a very clean 


‘camp—as Jews.

_ Life was not smooth, even after 
liberation. There were difficulties 
with the British, who did not 
understand the. liberated Jews and 


could not grasp why Yossl stub- 
._ bornly insisted that they be classi- 


fied as Jews, and not as Poles, or 
Czechs, or Hungarians.

QHANN ZOFFANY, 
died one hundred and fifty 
years ago last week. He was 
buried in Kew Churchyard. 
Although at the height of his fame 
he was regarded as the equal of 
Gainsborough or Reynolds, later 
generations have seen him in better 


proportion aS a secondary painter 
rather than a master. 


He has no claim to the title of 


Jew in any obvious sense, but in a 


study of the sociology of Jewish 
emancipation he is an interesting 
and relevant figure, linking as he 
does the Middle Ages with modern 


times. 

In the Middle Ages right up to 
the time of the Later Renaissance 
in Europe Jews had been barred 
from active contribution to the fine 
arts: both by the rabbinic ban on 
images and by the discrimination 
practised by painters’ guilds.

“A German who speaks tn Israel is 
always suffering: from the .lerrible 
burden of the past.” he said. 
personally. am aware of this past, 1 
don't believe in the wisdom of letting 
grass grow on the ferrible -misdeeds 
of my people towards Jewish people. 
Nevertheless. | dare bring, on behalf 
of Berlin and the German delegation, 
our. sincere congratulations. to. Tel 
Aviv. and Israel.” 


Divided Cities 


Amid stormy applause, Herr Brandt 


stated. that Berlin and Jerusalem were . 


examples of divided -cities. which -des- 
‘pite political obstacles continue. to 
develop and prosper. 

This’ isthe first “time the con- 
gress has taken place outside Europe. 
Among those: present are Mr. Rabert 
Wagner, the Mayor of New York. 
who heads a delegation of a Ameéri- 
can mayors, and M. Edgar I 
former French Prime Minister. There 
is also.a group of 28 mayors -from
